DELEGATES FROM THIRTY- 
FIVE STATES TO MEET 
IN WASHINGTON 


A PF. MIGHT WIRR) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Cre- 
Gentials of nearly %800 women, 
delegates from thirty-five States, 
have been issued by the Woman's 
Bureau of ghe Department of La- 
bor, for th women's industrial 
conference which will open a three- | 
day session next Thureday. The 
includes State labor officials, wom- 
en experts on industrial questions 
and industrial phys'clans, and rep- 
resenta more than fifty national or- 
ganizations of women active in 
industrial, professional 
and civic affairs. 

“What women workers mean to 
industry and what industry means 
te women workers” will be the 
subject for the first day's sessions, 
at which Secretary of Labor Da- 
vie will be the principal speaker. 

Misa Mary Anderson. director of 
the women's bureau, which called 
the conference, will bring the dele- 
gates equarely up to the question 
of how to secure industrial equality 
for men and women. 

“At present the wages of women 
are far below the wages of men,” 
she deciared, “and the tongest 
hours and lowest wages are found.

Their defiance is a chal- 
lenge to the enterprise of the reputable 
citizens of the community. And that chal- 
lenge has been accepted by the organiza- 
tion of a law enforcement committee, com- 
posed of alert, public-epirited citizens who 
are not connected officially with either the 
city or county government. 

This committee holds and exercises no 
Official autbority. Its members are con- 
cerned solely with the public interest, with 
the vigorous enforcement of the law. It is 
committee for inspection and conference: 
to assist the police and the courts by secur 
ing larger appropriations where the funds 
are too limited to permit a department to 
function officially and to inform the public 
where officials or departments are not giv- 
ing efficient service. 

As told elsewhere in The Times today, 
the experience of Chicago is one by which 
Los Angeles may proft. Facing a crime 
situation similar to ours, the leading bus!- 
ness men of the Windy City got together 
and organized a Crime Commission which 
has now been in active operation for about 
four years. This unofficial body has so far 
strengthened the hands of the police and 
the courts that Chicago's crime is now only 
about half what it was ip 1918, despite the 
fact that her population has increased by 
approximately 200,000 in that interval. 

Probably the sewspapers bave a more 
acute realization of the increase of crimes 
of violence with robbery as thelr motive 
than the rest of the community; for their 
police reporters bring in every day the ever- 
Increasing list of crimes of this nature. So 
the publishers of thé Los Angeles news 
papers have agreed serve on the com- 
mittee and to contribute as far as lies with- 
in their power to backing up the officers 
of the law in apprehending criminals and 
the courts In securing speedy conviction. 

There bave been entirely too many jail 
breaks, too many instances of insufficient 
ball; too many straw bonds have been ac 
cepted; and juries of citizens have been 
influenced by maudlin appeals of attorneys 
to the extent that they have lost sight of 
the public safety and the public interest.

‘cheap power, would be eliminated 
here, as they are in the Carolina 
milling district.

Although State production  fig- 


ures for the month of December 
will not be available for almost 
two weeks, a fair indication of how

constant 6,000,000 or more barrels 
which can be counted on from the

California crop about three-fourthe 
picked, cotton growers are turning 
their attent.on to the sew corp. 
Financing arrangements are being 
drawn up, and provisions for piant- 
ing the crop considered. While the 
great majority of the growers have 
come through the season in excel- 
lent financial ehape, reports are 
now current to the effect that «a 
small minority will experience 
losses from the poor yields re- 
ce.ved. The hot weather in Au- 
gust and early November frosts fell 
upon some of the planters harder 
than was expected. However, the 
prospects for higher prices for the 
coming cotton season are causing 
general movement towards sub- 
stantial expansion in acreage, even 
though losses were taken in some 
cases this year. 

The New York market this week 
maintained a strong undertone be- 
tween 26 and 27 cents. Spot cotton 
closed at 26.42 cents, unchanged 
from the previous week. The 
January option ended the week at 
the same price, and was also yn- 
changed from the preceding weeks 
close. March at 26.67 was off 2 
points, but May at 26.81 was up 2 
points, while July gained 15 points 
on a close of 26.55. 

Cotton climbed te 27 cents twice 
during the week, bit at this point 
spinning demand refused to com- 
pete. The heavy stocks of spot 
cotton. which are now held in the 
hande ef the country merchants of 
the South are offered in volume at 
the 27-cent mark, but the absence 
of trade and speculative buying at 
this level allows prices to slip. The 
unsold part of the crop in second 
hands appears at this time, accord- 
‘ng te cotton merchants, to be the 
controlling feature in the market. 


CRUDE PRICES CUT 
Reductions in the price of crude 
oll ranging trom ileto 50 cents, 


according to the gravity, were an- 
nounced yesterday morning by the 
Standard Oil Company of Califor- 
nia. The cut effects especially the 
Santa Fe Springs production as 
the grades between 28 and 32 de- 
grees are reduced the greatest 
amount. The price revision is at- 
tributed to seasonal causes, in the 
opinion of oi] men, and is part of 
the general movement that has 
a all of the American oil 
elds.

“I WEAR IT MYSELS” 
Another thing that the sales- 
woman has to “psycho” on is 
whether she can use herself as 
an illustration in the selling of 
goods. A great many women resent 
most fearfully the thought that 
the woman on the other side of 
the counter may be wearing the 
article which she wishes for her- 
self. To that woman the sales girl 
cannot make a sale by stating 
“You'll find that very satisfactory, 
I wear it myself!" 
But there is the other type so 
common in California. The small 
town woman from the middle 
States is rather timid and inde- 
cisive in the big department stores 
in Los Angeles. A_ \Mlittle chatty 
knowledge over the counter is most 
welcome to her. She has always 
gotten clubby with the girls in the 
stores in Indiana or lowa, or Mis- 
sourt, whichever it is. You know 
how they do — “You'll find that 
ribbon won't fade, Mrs. Atkins, My 
sister Nellie used some just like it 
on little Annie's bonnet, an’ it 
didn’t fade though the baby 
chewed it somethin’ awful. It's 
real durable.” 


Out here it is very new and 
strange, and a little intimate de- 
tall about someone else's expe- 
rience with the article she is plan- 
ning to buy is like a breath from 
home. But of course the sales- 
woman must be able to judge. So 
the next time you go into a store 
and are rather inclined to resent 
the stare of the woman behind the 
counter or in the ready-to-wear 
section, remember that she is just 
wondering how to appeal to you. 

If you show any glimmerings 
of intelligence, she is quite apt 
to follow the mental line of at- 
tack. But if you gush up to her 
with lots of little nothings fiying 
behind you and with the glow of 
rouge upon your cheek-——well, 
then there is a perfect battery of 
flattery ready for you about your 
clothes—your wealth—and all the 
attributes you are weakest about. 


RICH BUT SHABBY 


A customer cannot be judged 
from his clothes. Some of the 
most smartly-dressed people 
buy a 60-cent article while a shab- 
by little person with an apologetic 
manner will practically buy out 
the store. A story is told of a 
man who come into Marshal-Fields 
store in Chicago. He was shabby, 
dirty and: unshaven. He hesitant- 
ly walked up to the clock depart- 
ment but the older clerks just 
couldn't be ann by walting on 


m there long eno 
what frightfully bad it was 
to show attention to anyone so 
dirty and shabby. And she start- 
ed in showing him clocks. He was 
just the type who got up at 6 a.m. 
so all the alarm clocks in the 
house were displayed before him. 
His interest seemed directed, 
however, toward several beautiful 
hall clocks in the corner and at 
last he asked her to show them 
to him. 

The result was that he bought 
six. It was the largest single sale 
ever made in the store. This man 
#0 unshaven and shabby was a New 
York capitalist who had been on «@ 
fishing trip in the Michigan wooda. 
He had come to the store in his 
three-weeks  xrowth and old 
clothea, The clocks were pur- 
chased as gifts to six companies 
of which he was a director. 

CARESS THE GOODS 

Another bit of psychology which 
enters into salesmanship is the 
handling of goods. Each sales- 
woman its taught to handle the 
article she is displaying as if it 
were very Valuable, whether it is 
or not. If she carefully lifts a 
blouse from a drawer, gently lays 
it down and caressingly displays 
its good points — doesn’t it just 
make you wild to have it? It 
seems s0 precious and valuable! 
That is part of the game. 

And won't the husbands be sur- 
prised, Salespeople say that the 
women are the guardians of the 
family pocketbook. Théey are the 
eareful buyers Thoughtful of 
price, they figure long and loud be- 
fore buying. 


MEN IN A HURRY 


And the men? ... They dislike 
to be in a department store any 
way. They hate to take time to 
shop. They're in a hurry! They 
ask for a certain definite thing, 
want to know if the material is 
satisfactory and that all. But 
the women want yards of virtues 
with each yard of goods. They 
like to be told that it is the latest 
thing. Jut a little imported bit! 
It simply can't be kept in stock! 
Everyone wants it! And all that 
sort of slush. 

Oh, the salespeople have a great 
list of little tricks. All of them 
are good if applied cleverly. When

SPEEDING "EM UP 

Tt actually sounds rude, doesn't 
it? But the girl has to allow her- 
self just so much time for each 
sale. And if after she has given 
of her best she gets no response. 
then she is apt to be «@ little abrupt. 
Some customers need nothing but 
the actual service, I was told. Some 
have to be coaxed, some Sfattered, 
and many times there is need of 
a little bullying to make the sale. 
It all depends on the salesperson, 
how cleverly or tactlessly this is 


done. 
The price? There again pey- 
chology has to play a part!

And we think we are 
consistent! 

A woman admired a belt in one 
of our stores not long and 
had decided to take it. e was 
told that the price was $25.

Juet 
then the salesgiri discovered that 
the belt was priced $2.50, and that 
she had made a mistake. There 
was no sale! The customer refused 
to even consider anything so 
ridiculously cheap. 


THE SCORNED IVORY CUTTERS 
The disposal of goods represents 
any amount of cleverness and 
planning. It's rather a gamble, 
this deciding for the public just 
what it is to want for the coming 
year. SBometimes the Judgment is 
faulty and articles are stranded. 
Then come the schemes! Recently 
a store bought a huge supply of 
emall ivory paper cutters. The 
public refused to get enthused 
about them. S80 they remained 
unsold until some bright mind con- 
ceived the idea of tying them to 
valentine cards and raising the 
rice of the cards. Did they go? 

4 they? Well rather! 

Castile soap is often a slippery 
proposition. One store found that 
they were loaded up with a supply 
of soap. No one wanted it be- 
cause it was so hard. The next 
week the store advertised “a limited 
supply of EXTRA HARD Castile 
soap-—only two bare to one cus- 
tomer.” People thronged to avai! 
themselves of the unusual oppor- 
tunity. As they bought the soap, 
the clerk hit it against the counter 
just to show them how beautifully 
hard it was .. All of these 


are called legitimate aids to sell- 


PINK FLOOR WALKERS 


There is a great deal in the per- 
sonality, the size and type of the 
sales person, too. A floor walker

But it rent, and proof 
of that fact is found in looking 
over the expense vouchers when a 
herd of camels is called upon for a 
scene. As they are about the next 
largest in size, you might think 
they would be the next most ex- 
pensive, but they are not. Quite 
to the contrary, in fact, they are 
the very cheapest. Camels are 
quite a care, though. 
When out on location their diet 


must be closely watched, and they 
must be provided with individual 
dreasing-rooms of their own. Spe- 
precautions must be taken 
that they don’t catch cold, for if 
Mr. Volstead of the desert once 
gets a touch of pneumonia, he's al- 
most as good as some. 

“One of the delightful things 

about animals in tne movies,” says 
Nan Collins, casting director for 
United studios, “is that no matter 
how ordinary a name the little 
extra starts with, it is seldom 
changed. Another is that the ani- 
mal extras never get jealous of one 
another; they don’t scold if they 
are not given much prominence, 
and they don’t become ‘lens | 
louses.” 
Miss Collins has been with Unit-| 
ed for four years, and has hun-| 
dreds of anima! extras listed. No | 
matter what animal is needed, she 
never yet failed to find just 
what was wanted, for her list in- 
cludes enough of every variety to 
supply a well-filled zoo.

Big Cannery to 
be Erected on

TULARE, Jan. 6.—Work is to be 
started in the near future on erec- 
tion of a large cannery for the Ta- 
gus Ranch, five miles north of the 
City, on the State Highway. The 
plant is owned by H. G. Merritt of 
Los Angeles and is superintended 
by his son, H. G. Merritt, Jr. The 
pliant will be large enough, accord- 
ing to James Thomas, manager, to 
handle the 350 acres of fruit which 
ia coming into bearing. 

During the first packing, fruit 
will be packed under well-known 
brands, but a Tagus brand is 
Planned as soon as the trees com- 
mence producing a heavy yield.

HIT BY TARIFF 


West Coast Ranchers May 
Sell Produce in Canada 


Reciprocal Action May Hurt 
Sale of State’s Products 


Gompers Gets Panicky Over 
Mexican Labor Status 
(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

MEXICO CITY, Jan. 6.—Mexicans 
trade interests are very much dis- 
turbed over the raising of the im- 
portation duties by the United 
States on such articles of Mexican 
production as sugar, tobacco, lin- 
seed ofl, lumber and fruits, the 
item being the cause of the most 
criticism and which promises to 
bring about*some form of retalia- 
tion, probably directed at Califor- 
nia fruits. 

The duties under the new tariff 
schedule are such as to be almost, 
if not quite, prohibitive, and as the 
United States has been the chief 
and. in many instances, the only 
market for these products, many of 
the producers feel that it will be 
useless .o attempt to increase their 
production. In fact, many of the 
producers who have been relying 
rsolely on the United States market 
are seriously considering turning 
their attention to other crops, un- 
lese the Canadian market can be 
puilt up to take their entire pro- 
duction. 


BUILD tP CANADIAN TRADE 
The Canadian customs regula- 
tions do not impose any conditions | 
on the importation of fruit and veg- 
etables from Mexico due to | 


sible infection by pernicious in- 
sects, while this is the cause ofall | 
prohibition on the part of the 
United States. Canada is taking 
immense amounts of Mexican 
fruits and it is believed that proper 
propaganda can bulld this trade up 
to a point where it will consume 
the present ppoduction, independ- 
ent of whatever action the United 
States may insist on. 
The ouncement that the 


United States Department of Agri- | 


culture has ruled against the im- 
portation of Mexican tomatoes, on 
account of this fruit being sup- 
osed to be a carrier of the fruit 
y grub, has caused consternation 
among che growers of the West 
Coast of Mexico, where the tomato- 
growing industry has attained large 
roportions. There, not only many 

exican farmers are engaged in 
this Mmdustry, but a considerable 
number of Americans have bought 
lands with the avowed object of 
raising tomatoes and melons for 
supplying the Western States of 
the United States, as the products 
from this field can be placed on the 
California and.other Western State 
markets from eix te eight weeks 
before the crop from the extreme 
south of the United States te ready 
for shipping. 


AFFECTS LARGE TRADE 

The exportation of Mexican 
fruits to the northern republic has 
alla.ned the very respectable sum 
of over $2,900,000 per annum and, 
in return, Mexico has imported Cal- 
ilfornin fruits to the extent of sev- 
eral wi'lion dollars. The best 
fruits and vegetabies found on the 
markets of the Mexican capital and 
most of the central and eartern 
cities of the republic are American 
grown, some dealers selling noth- 
ing but the American product, in 
spite of the long haul. 

All American fruits imported 
into Mexico come from California 
and, as the prohibition against 
Mexican fruits was the result of a 
protest of the frult and vegetable 
growers of that State, they fearing 
competition, the natu resent- 
ment of the Mexican growers is 4i- 
rected against California. No re- 
tallator; action has been taken as 
yet against Cal.fornia products, but 
an agitation is going on grhich may 
resulitin a tion tending to exq@fusion 
of the fruits of that State from 
Mexican marketa. 


GOMPERS IS PANIOR“RgY 

The Mexican national labor 
headquarters has received notice 
that Samuel Gompers has deter- 
mined to meke a journey through 
all departments of the American 
Federation of Labor, before going 
to the Pan-American Labor Con- 
gress, which ts to beheld in Gua- 
temala in March. The object of 
Gompers’s trip isto advise hig sup- 
porters of the dangers of the Fas- 
cist! movement, which, he says in 
his letter to his followers here, 
threatens the dismemberment of 


the labor organig¢atio He states 
that the movement made no 
great headway in the United 


States as yet, but that a number of 
Italian Fascist! missionaries have 
arrived in that country to foment 
the spread of the eociety and he 
fears the results for organized 
labor, particularly among its 
Italian adherents. 


FEARS AMERICAN INVASION 

Gompers states he has heard 
that the Facieti movement has 
been enthusiastically received in 
Mexico and he fears that it will 
be only a short time Wefore it will 
cross the northern frontier and 
invade the great labor centers of 
the United States where the la- 
borers are not prepared to resist 
it. He recommends that the mem- 
bers of the Mexican labor organi- 
zations, by means of meetings and 
conferences, combat the move- 
ment at any cost, as ft is seriously 
threatening the sovereignty of the 
laboring classes. 

Gompers's letter shows a 4de- 
cidedly panicky feeling and recom- 
mendations of combative measures 
against the new movement, even 
to the extent of fofce, can be easily 
read between its lines. It is prob- 
able that he Is not building as he 
wishes, for Mexican labor is feel- 
ing decidedly panicky on the 
Fasciseti question and a few more

Intoxicated Motorists 
Sentences, Says Auto Club 


Bhould there be a more severe 


penalty than at present for motor- 
lates who operate an automobile 
under the influence of liquor’ That 


there is a strong sentiment for a 
relentless warfare on such motor- 
ista growing in this community, is 
a report just issued by officials of 
the legal department of the Auto- 
mobile Club of Southern Califor- 
nia. 

| Some definite consideration 
shou't be given to thiy oauestion 
/at the present time, say the club 
| officials. The judges of thé police 
j courts report that about 80 per cent 
of the reckless driving charges 
| heard by them involve the opera- 
ition of an automobile by ea per- 
son under the influence of liquor, 
but that little, if any, proof of 
this fact is offered. 

And strange as it may. seem it is 
the consensus of opinion of those 
who have had experience of the 
working of the law regarding this 
question that it is too revere. Jur- 
jes seem reluctant to eonvict of- 
fenders when the penaliy is so 
heavy and judges say that more 
people would be convicted if the 
penalty was leas severe. As a mat- 
ter of fact the State of California 


liquor a serious offense and proe- 
vides that one convicted of such 
an offense may be imprisoned in 
the County Jail for not less than 
six months nor more than one year. 
or that he may be imprisoned in 
the State prison for not less than 
one or more than threc years. or 
that he may pay a fine or not less 
than $500 nor more than $5000.

deal of trouble, Tape all places 
on the wires where the covering 
is worn or broken. If the voitage 
of the generator runs too high 
have it regulated. There is no 
voltmeter on the instrument board 
but if the ammetér reads high it 
indicates that the voltage is prob- 
ably high, on the automobile.

and yet it was

the success which attended these 
victors In the important races of

CREATES STIR 


Murphy created more than a sen- 
sation when he drove his Duesen- 
berg Special to victory at Indianapo- 
lis at around the ninety-five-mile 
an hour mark.

Always keep the radiator filled 
with clean water, rain water if you 
can get it. At Teast twice each 
year give the radiator a thorough 
cleaning out, aa rust and sediment 


formed from the impurities in the 
water gradually reduce its ef- 
ficiency . 

To clean out radiator mix about 
one pound of washing soda for ev- 
ry gallon of water your radiator

Now take a 
hose with a good pressure behind 
it and let the water run through 
the radiator until it comes out 
clean and clear. 

If you have an engine fitted with 
a water pump it will be necessary 
to keep the engine running all the 
time the water is going through 
the radiator.
